SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording, Untitled, otherwise known as Stalag 69, Deutche Elektriche, 
Submissive Girl, Whip Me Please is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the video recording promotes and supports the following 
section 3(2) criteria of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act): the use of violence and coercion to compel people to submit to sexual 
conduct; acts of torture; and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The 
component entitled Stalag 69 includes depictions of women prisoners being forced to 
have sex with guards and with each other. The same component depicts a prisoner 
being electrocuted as a form of torture. The component entitled Electro Torture 
depicts a man urinating which is juxtaposed with a scene of a woman fellating him. 

Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning 
that is consistent with the rights and freedoms in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Therefore section 14 of the NZBR Act does not apply 
and the video recording is classified as objectionable. 
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
